SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: JULY-AUGUST, 1965 


Rainfall; During July, all districts except King Island recorded below normal falls, although the deficiency in East Coast dis- 
tricts was less than that for June. August falls wero also below normal in all districts except in the East Coast, where normal falls 
provided some relief from the dry conditions. Negative departures ranged from 63% in the Derwent Valley and on the West Coast 
to 8% on King Island. Total falls for the 8 months ended 3ist August were slightly above normal in only 8 districts—Central Plateau, 


West Coast and King Island, while other areas recorded 80%-90% of normal. Lowest fall (75% of normal) was on the East Coast.

Temperature: Mean minimum temperatures wero generally below normal during July except for isolated pockets around 
Maydena and Scottsdale. For most of the state, mean maxima were also below normal, but in the far North-west, on the East Coast 
and inland to Launceston, readings were slightly above normal. By contrast, August maxima and minima were both generally above 
normal, departures ranging up to 3.1° at Scottsdale. 


Rural Conditions: Lack of feed for lambing ewes caused concern in South-eastern districts, while in the Lower Midlands and 
Southern areas, especially around Bothwell, infestations of corbie and cockchafer grubs were damaging pastures. During August, 
early signs indicated a heavy blossom of orchard fruit, but small fruit activity was confined mainly to raspberries and strawberries. 
In the South some vegetable growers were forced by the prevailing dry conditions to irrigate crops.
